Nation Has Great Popularity

This article is designed for those 
of you who have never been in- 
troduced to the wonders of Japan 
or its stamps. After reading what 
I have to tell you, perhaps you too 
will want to add more color, varie- 
ty and interest to your collecting 
activities by saving the issues of 
this nation. 

Japan is a land of splendid 
physical beauty, and its people are 
dynamic, resourceful, highly liter- 
ate and possessed of refined artis- 
tic tastes. For proof of their re- 
sourcefulness, one need only re- 
view the spectacular rise of Japan 
among the family of nations dur- 
ing the 19th and 20th centuries. 
The vast efforts expended by the 
Japanese people on reconstruction 
since the disaster of World War II 
further underscores my previous 
observations of their ability. 

Gazing into the philatelic mirror 
for the first time, one can classify 
Japanese issues into the following 
broad categories: 

a. Allegorical and symbolical. 

b. Art and fine arts. 

ec. Scenery. 

d. Human subjects. 

e. Agriculture, Industry and the 
Military. 

Of these five broad categories, 
the first three seem to predomi- 
nate. In the early stamps, one sees 
most of the allegorical and sym- 
bolical subjects; the dragons, the 
chrysanthemum crests, the kiri 
branches. These reflect the early 
preoccupation of Japanese design- 
ers with the identifications of im- 
perial power. As a matter of fact, 
the imperial chrysanthemum crest 
remained a part of Japanese stamp 
designs from 1872 until first re- 
moved in 1947 from the adhesives 
commemorating the reopening of 
private trade (Scott 1956 Catalog 
Nos. 382-3). 

The Japanese are particularly 
proud of their architecture. Its un- 
usual characteristics are liberally 
displayed on many of its stamps 
commencing with the 1915 view of 
the Enthronement Hall at Kyoto 
(Nos. 150-1). Many shrines are de- 
picted, reflecting the close associa-

tion of the pre-World War II state 
religion of Shinto with the then- 
existing Japanese government. 

Two unique aspects of Japanese 
art are the brush drawing and 
prints of such masters as Hokusai, 
Kano and Hiroshige. Outstanding 
examples of this type of art can be 
seen on No. 422 (‘‘Beauty Looking 
Back’’) or No. 479 (’‘Moon and 
Geese’’). 

Most collectors have been in- 
troduced to Japanese scenery by 
the National Park issues which 
date from the 1936 Fuji-Hakone 
Park. It is sometimes a surprise 
for the uninitiated to learn that 
many areas of Japan offer natural 
beauty as spectacular as that of 
Europe or North America. These 
park issues do not exaggerate the 
majesty of the Japanese landscape. 
The stamps of Japan depicting 
mountains could form the nucleus 
of an intriguing topical collection, 
for here indeed are true mirrors of 
Japan, the mountainous island na- 
tion of the Orient. 

Human subjects show up fre- 
quently on the stamps of Japan, 
although not nearly as often as on 
the issues of the United States and 
Britain. Hisoka Maejima, founder 
of the modern and efficient postal 
system of Japan, appears on a 
total of eight stamps and souvenir 
sheets. His portrait has been the 
most popular with stamp designers. 
To date, the Emperor has not ap- 
peared, although Empress Jingo 
(from whence the expression ‘‘jin- 
goism’’) is pictured on four adhe- 
sives. 

There are a scattering of public 
figures and military men, plus a 
number of workers, children and 
athletes. Sports on Stamps enthusi- 
asts have a yearly addition to their 
collections in Japan’s National 
Athletic Meet series. 

No discussion of philatelic por- 
traiture would be complete without

Administration for use as a first 
day cover and is sold at 50 cen- 
tavos. Also in use the first day 
only will be a special cancel- 
lation. 

Collectors will find it possible 
to obtain first day covers either 
by preparing and sending their 
own envelopes, or purchasing the 
above-mentioned one and _ re- 
questing the stamps be affixed 
and cancelled on the _ release 
date. A set of four stamps on one 
of the government provided ca- 
cheted envelopes will cost 44c in 
U.S. currency. A mint set will 
cost 42c plus return postage. 

Orders for first day covers 
must be in the hands of the 
Servicos de Informacoes e Re- 
clamacoes des CTT, Rua de S. 
Jose 20, Lisbon, Portugal no 
later than March 7. Airmail is 
therefore suggested which is 15c 
per half ounce from the U.S. 
to Portugal. 

Payment for mint - stamps 
(which must include return post- 
age) or the covers, can:be made 
by money order, cashier’s check 
or certified check. Orders for the 
covers and mint stamps should 
be made out on separate pieces 
of paper. Return name and ad- 
dress must be included.

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A Tip To Stamp Dealers 


Two weeks ago I made the statement that I was through 
talking about the big mixture deal that I had made through 
this paper. There has, however, been some comment from many 
who were fortunate enough to get one of these mixtures and I be-

lieve that what these people have to 
say should be mentioned for the sole 





reason that it is a Tip To Stamp Dealers 
and if followed ill be of inestimable 
value to any one who wants to build up a 
business based on this information. 
One man writes that he was very 
pleased with what he got for his $5 and 
that if I was able to offer another similar 
lot that I could save a lot of time and 
work and expense by asking for orders 
and that they be made without advance 
remittances and that then the first 100 
persons who applied would be notified 
by mail to remit and the other letters 
then need only be discarded and no re- 
plies involved. This man also said, based 
on the lot that he got that the next 
time a similar lot should be priced at 
$10 rather than at $5 as he would have 
zs considered it a bargain at $10. 

GEORGE W. LINN Another collector wrote that he had 
; only partially finished cataloging and 
checking thru the stamps I had sent him and that he would not 
take $15 for the lot. . 

Now I know that there are many dealers who have large 
accumulations of cheaper stamps in mixed lots that are kicking 
around their office in cartons and otherwise and that they would 
be well able to sell a mixture as good as I offered and take in a 
few thousand dollars and get the junk out of the road. 

However here is the key to the whole matter. The mixture 
has to be a big value in the eyes of the collector. But even thus 
the dealer would be better off with the cash than with the large 
accumulation of cheaper material kicking around and which he 
will probably never have time to sort through and get rid of in a 
normal manner. 

Both of. these parties as well as several others point out that 
the main reason I got so many orders was that the readers had 
complete confidence in what I said as regards the mixture and 
that they knew in advance that they were going to get their 
money’s worth. That then is the Tip. Do business with the people 
you do business with in such manner that they will have confi- 
dence in you and will want to deal with you. 

The great number of complaints we constantly get about 
dealers who do otherwise is enough to make us wonder why dealers 
spend money to advertise and then mistreat those who make 
remittances by taking weeks to refund when sold out, or by 
doing any one of a dozen other things to make the customer be- 
come so dissatisfied with them that they promise themselves to 
never again trade with that certain dealer. There is a lesson in 
these facts that can be of immense value to every stamp dealer 
who will deal with his customers in such a manner as to gain 
their complete confidence. It would mean bigger and _ better 
business with the collectors and is certainly worth working for. 


My APS Number is 2452 


Yes, I have been a member of the American Philatelic Society 
for almost fifty years. I am not unfriendly to the APS as is in- 
sinuated in letters from the president and from other sources in 
the society. My own belief about the APS is that it should be 
supported by every stamp collector who can afford the annual 
dues, but I have never actively got out and worked to get new 
members because I just do not approve of the way the society is 
run. If however the membership should become mititant and take 
an active interest in society affairs much that is not right could 
be remedied. In fact it would have. to be remedied, but these 
things can not be done unless the membership takes enough in- 
terest to demand changes. I will be glad to send an application 
blank to anyone who wants to become a member and take an 
active interest in the society. With enough such members the 
faults could be eliminated but so long as the membership takes no 
active interest nothing will be done. 

I have had letters from APS members approving of my lone 
effort to smoke out the parties mixed up in the stamp thefts of 
1953-54 and one paragraph from a letter to the APS secretary is 
typical of the thoughts expressed in some of the other letters. This 
man says, and I quote a single paragraph... “This letter is to 
serve notice that, if by the time you send out your subscription 
renewals — about June — you have not taken an active part in 
prosecuting those responsible for the theft or making a public 
effort to get to the bottom of it, then don’t send me a renewal 
form but cancel my APS membership immediately.” 

Now I do not recommend such action. Rather I advise that 
you keep on hammering at the officers and insisting that the so- 
ciety actively enter into this fight and do all in their power to rout 
out the culprits. Quitting the society will do no good. You can not 
urge them to get into the fight unless you are one of the crowd. 
Here is an opportunity for the society ‘to do a service to its mem- 
bers and to our hobby that could result in encouraging hundreds 
of collectors to join in and support them, yet they sit still and do 
nothing. I could go back a good many years, in fact back to 1910 
when the Bogert & Durbin Co. of Philadelphia, then owned by the 
Tuttle Brothers, and relate how they’ practically stole a collection 
through dishonest auction handling, a collectian belonging to an 
APS member. The society had all of the facts in. the case and 
failed to take any action. At that time I was publishing “The 
Stamp Collector”, an excellent publication of that period. We 
printed the whole story which came from papers in the hands 
of the secretary of the APS at that time, a Mr. Harry S. Adair 
in Columbus, Ohio. Almost immediately the Tuttle boys folded 
up and were forced out of business. Now we have another matter 
that the APS as well as the SPA and all other societies should 
get interested in and help flush out the thieves but they merely 
Say we have only heard rumors that some of the stamps have been 
recovered. 

The best reply we can get out of those few who know the 
names of the people involved is that the FBI and the insurance 
company are working on the case and do not want any names 
mentioned as it might scare the thieves and keep them from 
finding out who may have stolen other stamps. 

If the FBI will tell me that they are working on this case 
and that they will prosecute or expose the thieves when caught 
I will voluntarily close my trap and await developments, but 
when those people who kncw the names tell me that the FBI. 
or the Tampa Police, or anyone else is working on the. case, I just

Almost every day I have rea- 
son to wonder if people actually 
recognize and remember. the 
things which they see and read. 
That curiosity is brought on by 
two frequent questions from sub- 
scribers — what are the dates of 
the coming stamp issues — why 
don’t you print the Bureau Re- 
port on plate numbers? 

In answer to the first, I’d like 
to point out that on page four 
each week we print the 1957 
Stamp Program which lists the 
stamps to come and the dates on 
which they will be released (if 
the POD has released that in- 
formation). It also contains the 
stamps already issued, the dates 
when they were, and the first 
day cities. 

Once in a great while it won’t 
be on page four, but it will be 
somewhere in the paper. We put 
the information there at the earli- 
est possible moment it is received 
from the Post Office Department. 
Besides that, we also have a sub- 
stantial news coverage on the 
new stamps to come, and how one 
can obtain first day covers. 

As to the plate number report, 
that is given immediately when 
it is received from the POD. As 
for instance you will find the one 
about Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing postage stamp plate ac- 
toe in this edition, for January 

We have always printed that 
report and have never missed one 
yet. However, we can’t print it 
until the Post Office Department 
sends it to us and for that rea- 
son might not appear every cer- 
tain number of weeks. 

Just remember we are fully 
conscious of your desire for phila- 
telic news and we do all things 
possible to get it to you. But 
those of you who ask the ques- 
tions stated above must remem- 
ber to keep your eyes open.

George A. Hildenberger of 
Bethlehem, Pa., has what seems a 
legitimate “beef” against his local 
mail mill.

have never heard of this 
method of delivering the stamps. 
It could be that Bethlehem only 
gets fifty panes of each new 
stamp, which is half a pad, and 
the easiest way to send them is 
in a tube. 

If that is so, it would seem 
that Bethlehem is a large enough 
post office to be able to stock a 
full pad of 100 panes. Our Sidney, 
Ohio postmaster always gets at 
least 200 panes of each new com- 
mem and has no trouble getting 
rid of them. And we’re only a 
town of 13,000. 


Incidentally, there was an er- 
ror of transposition in the chart 
of 1955 and 1956 stamp statistics 
which appeared on page 2 of the 
February 11-.edition. 

If you will switch the figures 
beneath the “FDC’s” and “Stamps 
lst Day” columns, you will have 
the correct ones. You will then 
have 350,625 first day covers, and 
653,528 stamps sold the first day.

Since then the hagoita has been 
made in very deluxe form with 
has relief dolls to represent stage 
celebrities and other national fig- 
ures. This game formerly was call- 
ed oibane or feather chase and is a 
primitive form of badminton with- 
out a net. The girl who misses the 
most shots has her face smudged 
with charcoal or white powder. 

The shuttlecock originally was 
made of soap-berries or tea-berries 
with feathers stuck into them and 
since the shuttlecock seems to re- 
semble a mosquito, the game is 
played as a charm against these 
insects. The hagoita has become 
a traditional New Years gift even 
among men and I have a very elab- 
orate one presented to me _ by 
the Professor of Surgery of Tokyo 
Imperial University in 1947. 

The 2 plus 1 yen New Year’s 
card of 1952 pictures the kite tradi- 
tionally flown by Japanese boys at 
New Year time. These kites, usual- 
ly showing some famous warrior 
or other national hero, were made 
in various sizes up to 20 or 30 feet 
in diameter and often were in elab- 
orate shapes. 

Tako-gassen or kite fighting has 
been a favorite sport in Japan 
since ancient times, the object be- 
ing to entangle and break the 
string of the opponent. Some fight- 
ers attached knife blades to their 
kites and strings to facilitate the 
attack, 











The Sambaso doll is depicted on 
the 5 yen carmine New Year’s 
stamp of 1953 (Scott #576). This 
type of doll originated in Kyoto 
several hundred years ago and de- 
picts a very chubby child in the 
Sambaso costume of the “‘third old 
man’”’ in a traditional New Year’s 
Noh play. The dance is performed 
by an adult although the doll is 
always shown as child. 

Formerly, every Sambaso doll or 
mask had its tongue thrust out in 
accordance with the greatest obeis- 
ance performed in Tibet from 
whence this character originated. 











The 5 yen rose New Year’s stamp 
of 1954 (Scott #594) pictures Miha- 
rugoma, one of the most famous 
of the Japanese legendary on his- 
torical toys. Miharugoma or Mi- 
haru horse comes from the city 
of that name. In the 14th year of 
the Enryaku Era (782), General 
Sakanoue-no-Tamuramaro prayed 
at Kiyomizu-dera (Scott #367, etc) 
before leading his forces against 
the rebel Otakimaru. The priest 
Entin, founder of this Buddhist 
temple was carving images and 
with the left-over material he made 
one hundred small saddle-horses 
as a farewell gift to the General 
who put them in his armour case. 
At a critical junction in the en- 
Suing battle, the hundred horses 
leaped out of the case and routed 
the enemy camp. Afterward, only 
one horse could be found and a 
villager carved ninety-nine to com- 
plete the hundred. The remaining 
horse disappeared and the villager

Liechtenstein Plans 
Fourth Sports Set

paper carp of Boy’s Day. These 
paper carp also are pictured on 
Scott #620, a 5 yen light blue and 
black stamp issued to commem- 
orate World Children’s Day on May 
5, 1956. 
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On the fifth day of the fifth 
month each year every family 
raises a_ balloon-like paper carp 
from the roof, on a pole in the 
garden. There is a fish for each 
son, ranging from a monster fif- 
teen feet or more in length for the 
eldest, to a tiny one for a newborn 
baby boy. This is a_ traditional 
prayer that the sons may be brave 
and strong like the carp which has 
high mettle and fearless courage. 
The carp often is shown leaping 
up a waterfall and it is well known 
that when laid on the carving board 
and touched with the flat of the 
knife, the carp ceases to move as 
if resigned to its fate. This is the 
kind of composure with which a 
samurai was expected to face 
death. 

Furthermore, the carp once 
came up out of the water and led 
the fleet of Empress Jingu across 
the strait in her successful expedi- 
tion against Korea. The carp-flying 
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In November of 1955 Japan is- 
sued a 10 yen gray, pale brown, 
red, green and black stamp (Scott 
#616) to celebrate Philatelic Week 
as well as the 150th Anniversary 
of Utamaro, one of the famous 
wood-block print artists. This 
stamp pictures a girl blowing a 
glass toy called biidoro which is a 
corruption of the Portuguese word 
vidro meaning glass. The toy is a 
flute introduced into Japan when 
glass was a novelty. The picture 
is a replica of a famous wood-block 
print by Utamaro (1753 1806) 
who rates with Japan’s three top 
artists in this field. 




















The latest ‘‘toy stamp’’ is Scott 
#617, a 5 yen olive green and red 
stamp issued for New Year 1956. It 
shows two kokeshi dolls typical of 
north eastern Japan. These dolls of 
painted wood have no arms nor 
legs and one type has the head on 
a movable neck which speaks when 
twisted. 

These are called Kina-kina-ning- 
yo from the squeaky noise which 
is made. Although they are chil- 
dren’s playthings, they also are 
offered by childless wives at the 
Shrine as a charm to bring chil- 
dren. As always, the stamps of 
Japan are rich in symbolism and 
folk-lore so that their study is a 
continuing source of pleasure.

Although they appear to be over- 
shadowed by the more common 
issues of the regular Liberty series, 
next to commemoratives the air- 
mails are very popular in plate 
block collecting. This is best seen 
when a new airmail stamp comes 
out. The hustle and bustle is even 
greater with these stamps than on 
the commemoratives, mainly be- 
cause they are far more difficult 
to obtain. 

The reason for this is that air- 

mail stamps can not be used for 
anything other than airmail post- 
al service. Since surface mail is 
still, by far, more predominant, 
as compared with airmail service, 
fewer airmail stamps are in use. 
Thus this makes the plate block 
more difficult to obtain than that of 
the commemorative or regular is- 
sue. 
It also follows that the average 
number of impressions obtained 
from two plate numbers will go a 
long way and last a long time in 
airmail stamps. 

Here is some proof that will show 
how many plate numbers were us- 
ed on the current small 6c airmail 
stamp, Scott No. C39, with the 
Skymaster Plane, which came out 
in 1949. To date eighteen plate 
numbers have gone to press, Six- 
teen of these already had wide- 
spread circulation while the last 
two have recently come off the 
press and should soon be in many 
post offices.

Of course in between we have 
had several commemorative 6c air- 
mails which still does not add up 
to a great total of 6c airmail 
stamps used. On the commemora- 
tives, normally the number of im- 
pressions is far less, per plate num- 
ber, than on the regular issues. 
When an airmail stamp is issued 
as a commemorative, it is far 
more popular than the regular air- 
mail stamp, to wit:

Thus we find that since 1949, on 
the 6c airmail stamp, we have 
had to date, 16 plate numbers on 
the regular 6c one and 16 plate 
numbers from three other com- 
memorative airmail stamps. There 
is also the difference that the com- 
memorative airs have been 50 
stamps to the pane, which is com- 
mon, while on the regular there 
are 100, which is also common. The 
enthusiasm displayed in pursuit of 
airmail plate blocks comes in 
spurts, usually around the time 
when either the new stamp comes 
out, or in the case of the regular 
issue, when two additional plate 
numbers are added. 

Generally when speaking of air- 
mail stamps, or plate blocks, the 
immediate thing that comes to 
mind is the 6c denomination. Most 
frequently when a new airmail is 
released it is the 6c denomination, 
which in this field is as popular as 
the 3c denomination on surface 
mail. Likewise, on the commem- 
oratives, the common denomina- 
tion would be the 6c airmail, which 
is used for one ounce of postage.

In 1949 it was an exceptional 
case, for the Universal Postal 
Union’s 75th Anniversary, when we 
had a set of three stamps, the 10c, 
15c and 25c, these being the basic 
standard rates. to various parts of 
the world.

In the fall of 1934 it became desirable to have a national flower 
ahd crest of Manchukuo similar to the chrysanthemum crest of the 
parent country, Japan. Something would be needed for the identifica- 
tion of the China Mail stamps issued January 1, 1935 on which no coun- 
try name could be printed; and a flower would be a pleasant symbol 
when occasion arose to show accord between Manchukuo and Japan.

Why the orchid was chosen for 
this is a mystery as it is not. na- 
tive to Manchuria. Orchids (Cym- 
bidium) are seen in South China 
@nd are grown indoors in North 
China, but have no direct connec- 
tion with the areas covered by. the 
state of Manchukuo. Who was the 
original designer of the orchid crest 
is unknown, but the first stamps to 
bear it are the first China Mail 
series (Minkus. 57-60, Scott 62-5).

The best illustration of the na- 
tural orchid is on the 3 and 10 
fen stamps of the set issued April 
2, 1935 to honor the visit of the 
Emperor of Manchukuo to Tokyo 
(Minkus 69,71; Scott 72,74). Here 
we have an orchid spray in the 
left panel, a chrysanthemum to 
the right, signifying the friendship 
between Manchukuo and Japan. 
To the casual glance, the orchid 
may look like an iris. Hence, there 
was some question that the plant 
symbolizing Manchukuo was mis- 
named and that this error persisted 
because botanists did not happen 
to notice it. Also, the iris is native 
to Manchuria and the inhabitants 
are familiar with it. 

It has been assumed that the 
orchid crest is a stylized version 
of the inside of an orchid flower 
looked at from above. Dr. Ogura, 
Professor Emeritus of Botany of 
the University of Tokyo, recognized 
that this could not be so (Kitte 
Shumi, Vol. 27, No.3, in Japanese), 
as orchid petals come in multiples 
of three, never five. His conclusion 
was that the designer simply al- 





lowed himself artistic license to 
make a good pattern. There was no 
question in Japan about it being 
an iris. It was supposed to be an 
orchid. 





The “Orchid Crest” is to be seen 

at top center. In the design is an 

apple tree, and underneath baskets 
of apples and grapes. 


Dr. H.L. Li, Taxonomist of the 
Morris Arboretum, University of 
Pennsylvania, has produced an ex- 
planation which would account for 
the design, stylized though it is, 
and would permit the crest to be 
an orchid without going contrary 
to botanical definitions—namely, 
that the design is not that of an 
orchid flower seen from above but 
of an orchid plant. Five leaves 
separate five stems each contain- 
ing five unopened flower buds. This 
would fall into the realm of botani- 
cal possibility and we are left with 
our orchid crest. he 

The discussion of the orchid has 
run into such length because _ it 
not only appears in the stamp de- 
signs of Manchukuo but on all its 
designs after Jan. 1, 1935 (except 
Minkus 69, 71, 72, 74, and Scott A12 
and Al4), top center usually, as a 
distinguishing symbol. It is inter- 
esting to note that the floral crests 
of both Manchukuo and Japan are 
on Minkus’ design 73, 75 and Scott’s 
Al5. Other botanical specimens on 
the stamps of Manchukuo are list- 
ed below with a few comments, 
hoping that this will be of assist- 
ance to those making topical col- 
lections -in the subject.

sometimes to alter their face value. The varieties of stamps thus 
overprinted are recorded in numerous handbooks and catalogues (with, 
however, many discrepancies and contradictions). Because of the 
number of stamps involved, and the often chaotic arrangement of the 
listings it is difficult even for experienced collectors to see the forest 
for the trees.

The symbol O indicates an over- 
print on an ordinary stamp; the symbol X refers to an overprint on 
a postage due stamp. ‘‘M.P.U.” stands for ‘‘Malayan Postal Union’’; 
stamps with this inscription were used (1935-1942) in the Straits Settle- 
ments, Negri Sembilan, Pahang, and Selangor.

Concluding our “2omments on 
noteworthy varieties: Scott Nos. 1 
and 2 exist in light as well as deep 
shades. The deep shade of the Yd 
is the better one, while the light 
shade of the 1d has the edge. 

In case you are burning with 
curiosity over what Scott No. 20a 
is worth, Gibbons quotes $140. Two 
shades of No. 31 are known, neither 
is scarce, but the gray brown is 
more common than the _ brown. 
Gibbons lists not less than four dif- 
ferent papers of Scott No. 37: they 
are, in order, scarcest to most 
common: yellow (1920), pale yel- 
low (1920), lemon (1915) and orange 
buff (1920). Though none retails 
for more than $1.25 it would be 
quite a feat to assemble all four 
colors side by side. Just try it! 

The 3d of the next design, Scott 
No. 64 (with Multiple Crown & CA 
watermark) is usually on orange- 
buff paper, but if your copy should 
happen to be on pale-yellow pa- 
per instead, you have a_ scarce 
variety worth $7.50. The ‘‘differ- 
ent-color paper’? game continues 
with Scottt No. 67 which is usually 
found printed in yellow-green on 
pale-yellow, or in deep-green on 
orange-buff paper. Should you be 
fortunate enough to ever see a 
blue-green copy on_ pale-yellow, 
don’t hesitate to pay full Scott for 
a mint and up to three times Scott 
for a used copy! 

Scott No. 58 is known in claret 
and in deep claret, the latter shade 
easily worth $2. Collectors of per- 
foration varieties have a field day 
with the first King George VI set 
of 1938. The key stamp in this is- 
sue is the 2/- which sells for close 
to $2.00 in England although Scott 
continues to quote 80c. 

Here is a quick run-down of the 
perforations of Nos. 100-111: All 
values are perforated 12% except 
the following: Yd, 2d, 6d, 1/- and 
10/-. These five exist in two dif- 
ferent perforations, 12 x 13 and 14 
all around. The %d also comes perf 
13% x 12% besides the 12% all 
around. None of the varieties is 
of importance price-wise. 

Both MR1 and MR2 exist without 
fraction bar in the overprint; val- 
ues are approximately $5 and $2 
respectively. MR5 has been re- 
ported on both buff and pink pa- 
per, but it now appears that these 
stamps derived their colors from 
the outer wrapping papers in which 
they were originally packed! This 
winds up our series on the Cay- 
man Islands, we sincerely hope you 
enjoyed it. 

Memo to millionaire collectors: 
A rare chance to acquire an unused 
copy of Mauritius No. 1 will come 
at H. R. Harmer’s auction in Lon- 
don on March 25. It is a trifle 
damaged, but since only one other 
unused copy is known which is in 
even worse shape, it wouldn’t pay 
to be fussy. A total of 12 used 
copies have been found over the 
years. The same auctioneers sold 
this copy in 1934 in the famous 
“Hind” sale to its present owner, 
Sir Ernest de Silva, of Colombo, 
Ceylon. 

The price then was in excess of 
$10,000, but it is expected that a 
higher bid will be required this 
time to capture the showpiece. Sir 
Ernest véry generously has donat- 
ed his stamp to the Young Man’s 
Buddhist Assn. The 1d and 2d were 
printed from two hand-engravings 
On a small copper-plate made by 
J. Barnard, a watchmaker in the 
Mauritius capital of Port Louis. 
The original copper plate is now 
in the hands of the world’s most 
fabulous collector, M. Maurice Bur- 
rus of France, whose _ holdings, 
worth millions of dollars, were re- 
cently described in Linn’s. 

The publicity attendant to the 
sale of this 1d Maritius will make

it wouldn’t surprise us in the least 
if the event were to be featured 
in the newsreels and on television.

The British Post Office in Tan- 
gier will celebrate its centenary of 
continous operation on April 1. Al- 
though the other British Moroccan 
Post Office of Tetuan closed on 
December 31, 1956, the Tangier 
agency is being allowed to func- 
tion for just a little while longer so 
that the Centenary can be appro- 
priately observed. 

The current issues of the individ- 
ual Straits Settlements states, 
never too popular, will be replaced 
shortly by a single set of 15 values, 
11 of which will show portraits of 
the various rulers, the other four 
will be representative of Malaya 
as a whole. All denominations will 


be approximately 1% x 1 inch in, 


size. A single brown 10c Independ- 
ence stamp is scheduled for later. 

Sierra Leone’s current 3d QEII 
stamp has been reported perforat- 
ed 13 x 13% instead of the unusal 
14, Whether this is of temporary 
character has not as yet been es- 
tablished. If it is, this may turn 
out to be a desirable variety for 
Queen Elizabeth specialists. 

A new Sarawak issue is now on 
the presses of Bradbury, Wilkinson 
& Co. All of the current vaiues ex- 
cept the 30c will be replaced by the 
new set which will be bi-coiored 
from the 20c up. Recess-engraved 
(except for the Coat-of-Arms on 
the top value which will be litho- 
graphed), all values will include 
a portrait of Queen Elizabeth. 

The official First Day City for 
the recent New Zealand Meat Ex- 
port stamps 4d and 8d of February 
15 was ‘“‘Totara Homestead’’ near 
Oamaru where the very first cargo 
of meat was prepared for ship- 
ment, 

The Ross Dependency Post Of- 
fice at Scott Base has been in 
operation since January 11. The set 
of four values, 3d, 4d, 8d and 1/6 
is a current best-seller at stamp 
stores everywhere. New Zealand 
will release a 3d commemorative 
in May to honor the 50th Anniver- 


sary of the ‘Plunket Society’, 
whatever that may be. 

Another ‘‘Responsible Govern- 
ment’? commemorative is in the 


offing. Australia will mark the cen- 
tenary of this poliitical evolution 
in the state of South Australia, 
probably on April 22. It will be of 
4d denomination. Another 4d will 
be placed on sale on March 13, 
this one for ‘‘permanent’’ use and 
featuring QEII. It will be printed 
in claret and be of the size of the 
current 34d value. The Queen’s 
portrait, however, will be that 
shown on the current 1/0%d stamp. 
_ The new arrival will alsé appear 
in booklets of 12. It replaces the 4d 
“Koala Bear’’, in use for the past 
19 years, which will remain on con- 
current sale until stocks are ex- 
hausted. 

The long-rumored Papua and 
New Guinea provisional overprints, 
4d on 2%4d, and 7d on 1/- have 
finally reached here and should 
be on sale at your favorite deal- 
er’s now.

ManchukuoStam ps 
Having Perfins 


Helen K. Zirkle 


Several years ago I found about 
20 copies of the Manchukuo 6 
fen scenic stamp (Minkus_ 83, 
Scott 90), with a perforated char- 
acter. Kind friends in Tokyo and 
the U.S.A. identified it as being 
the character “SHO”. Takeo Ya- 
mashita, formerly head of the 
Stamp Section of the Manchukuo 
Government, recalled that per- 
mission had been given to sev- 
eral businesses to use perforated 
initials but that the privilege had 
seldom been used. 

There the matter stood until a 
couple of months ago when I 
happened to glance through R. 
P. Alexander’s list of perforated 
initials used in Japanese stamps. 
(JP, IX, 9, p.220). I found pic- 


tured, top of right column, four 
varieties of the SHO as used by 
the Yokohama Specie Bank. Tak- 
ing a chance I therefore wrote 
the Manager of the Yokohama 
Specie Bank, now known as The

Czech writ- 
ers and poets were honored with 
the issuance of four stamps on 
January 18. The 15h reddish-brown 
honors Ivan Olbracht; 20h green, 
Karel Toman; 30h sepia, F. X. 
Salda; 1.60Kcs. blue, Terezia Van- 


soea. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. The 
recently issued set of Olympic 
stamps have now been overprint- 
ed in red with a surtax for Hun- 
garian Refugees. The surtax is 2c 
on each stamp and 25c on the sou- 
venir sheets. The stamps were 
placed on sale February 9. 

GERMANY (West). The centen- 
ary of the birth of Heinrich Hertz 
was commemorated with the _ is- 
suance of a 10pfg. green and black 
stamp on February 22. It bears a 
portrait of ~Hertz. 
| GREECE. Sometime during Feb- 
ruary a set of stamps will be 
issued to publicize the Greek re- 
course before the United Nations 
on the Cyprus issue. The stamps 
will be of the same design, all 
bearing a portrait of the exiled 
Archbishop Makarios of Cyprus, 
and the quotation: “I think it is 
only natural that the Cypriot peo-

earnestly, devoutly and fervently 
cherished. Winston Churchill 1907’’. 

This quotation will be in Greek 
on the inland postage rate stamp, 
in French on one of the foreign 
values, and in English on the re- 
maining values. 

HUNGARY. Various modes of 
transportation are the designs of 
a seven value set issued last De- 
cember 21. The values are: 40f 
green and reddish-brown (train); 
60f olive and green (bus); 80f olive 
and reddish-brown (motorcycle); 
1Ft. ochre and green (truck); 
1.20Ft. orange and gray (train); 
1.50Ft. reddish-brown and gray 
(dump truck); and 2Ft. blue-green 
and brown (ship). 

NORTH BORNEO. The 3c, $5, 
and $10 values with the Royal Por- 
trait changed were issued on Feb- 
ruary 1. 

VIET-NAM (North). A seven-val- 
ue set was issued for ‘‘Land Re- 
form.’’ Farmers attending the Re- 
form is the design of all the 
stamps. The values are: 5d yellow 
green, 10d light gray, 20d yellow- 
orange, 40d cobalt blue, 50d purple- 
red, 80d pale rose, and 100d light 
brown.

Indefinite Sale 
For Polio Stamp 


As a special contribution by the 
Post Office Department to the goal 
of eradicating polio, Mm. . WG 
Arthur E. Summerfield has an- 
nounced arrangements have been 
made to keep the new 3c Polio 
stamp on sale indefinitely. 

It was placed on first day sale 
January 15 in Washington, D. C. It 
was Originally planned to issue 
120,000,000 of them. 

“However, now, as a continuing 
reminder to people to take their 
polio shots, ‘‘Mr. Summerfield ex- 
plained, ‘‘the Post Office Depart- 
ment will keep the stamp on sale 
at all post offices for an indefinite 


period.”’ 

A notice to this effect was 
published in the Postal Bulletin of 
February 14. The _ notice also 


directs that: 

“Postmasters at offices of all 
classes shall sell the Polio issue 
to window patrons. The regular 3c 
stamp must also remain available 
for sale to firms and patrons who 
prefer the smaller stamp.”

CONDITION 


There is quite some degree of 
difference in the choice of con- 
dition that collectors generally 
show between the fields of Bu- 
reau Prints and the local City 
Types. It was not too long after 
Bureaus were a part of the field 
of precancel collecting that col- 
lectors became condition. con- 
scious. This increased along with 
the popularity of Bureaus till 
they reached their zenith. 

With the leveling off of Bu- 
reau demand and the coming into 
prominence of Towns and Types 
the collector from necessity, or 
rather from the absolute lack of 
fine to very fine condition in 
many of the scarce types of local 
prints, has become less condition 
conscious. This is actually good 
for the hobby now that Mr. 
Gunesch and the other large 
Bureau dealers claim that Bu- 
reaus are coming back. 

I certainly await some criter- 
ion to judge which way the 
trend now is. I sincerely hope 
that common sense prevails and 
that extreme perfection is not the 
goal of the new collector but 
rather that reasonableness in 
condition and joy of collecting is 
the forte.

that was extended to Mrs. Brad- 
shaw and myself on this visit, by 
,| collectors and nen-collectors alike, 
was outstanding, and the beauty of 
the country is beyond compare. We 
fell so much in love with the coun- 
try and people, that we are count- 
ing the days until we can make a 
more extended visit. To those of 
you who have never been to Japan 
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Nakamura, I had the great privi- 
lege of being taken through the of- 
fices of the Postal Ministry and the 
Printing Bureau in Tokyo. Japa- 
nese stamps and other postal ma- 
terial are produced on the most 
modern machinery, some of which 
has been developed in Japan, and 
I think you will agree that the 
stamps show the excellence of the 
methods of production. It was in- 
deed a great thrill to meet the fa: 
mous designers and engravers of 
the Printing Bureau who had been 
only names to me, and watch them 
engaged in preparing new issues. 
During the course of our trip I 
was privileged to attend several 
philatelic gatherings and was 
greatly impressed with the class 
of material that was shown to me. 
Owing to the shortage of early 
items prices are quite. high and I 
noticed that collectors are devot- 
ing a great deal of attention to 
early covers, cancellations, postal 
stationery and postal history. In 
these fields they are very advanced 
and compare favorably with spe- 
cialist groups in Britain, United 
States and other countries. 
Several of the meetings I attend- 
ed stand out in my memory. The 
first was held at.a lovely new Japa- 
nese inn at Arima Hot Springs near 
Kobe. Before the meeting started 
we were asked if we would like 
to taken a bath in the hot springs. 
We did, and afterwards were given 
white patterned kimonos to wear. 
All in attendance at the meeting 
did likewise. 
After seeing some wonderful col- 
lections of the early issues we were 
asked if we would like another 
bath before having a sukiyaki din- 
ner. We all took further advantage 
of the hot springs and then_enjoyed 
a most memorable meal. I am sure 
this was the cleanest stamp meet- 
ing I ever attended! 
In Nagoya the group held their 
meeting at the Temple of the Priest 
Keikai Ezaki who is one of the 
leading philatelists of Japan. The 
Temple is the personal property of 
Father Ezaki and is very beautiful, 
having a lovely pagoda, tea house, 
etc., the whole being laid out in a 
magnificent 47-acre grove of trees. 
After the meeting, where I saw 
some marvelous early covers in- 
cluding the first known cover bear- 
ing Japanese stamps, Father Ezaki 
took me on a personally conduct- 
ed tour of the Temple showing 
many of its ancient treasures. His 
kindness and personal charm will 
never be forgotten. 
In Tokyo the members of ISJP 
gave a dinner for Mrs. Bradshaw 
and myself at Chinzanso, which is 
a former residence of an Imperial 
Prince that has been turned into a 
restaurant. It is located in a very 
large walled garden which is sim- 
ply exquisite. The specialty of the 
house is Ghengis Khan style food, 
which is cooked and served in the 
open over small barbecue pits 
around each of which five or six 
persons sit. The flavor and style 
of the food, the group lighted only 
by the glow of the fires and the 
moon, made ‘this the most exotic 
stamp méeting I ever attended. 
Two other memorable sessions 
were held. The first was a dinner 
given at the Sanno Hotel in Tokyo 
by our vice’ president and editor, 
Bob Spaulding, for the officers and 
directors of our society that live 
in Japan. Bob told me that it was 
the first time that all the Japanese 
resident officers and directors had 
ever been able to get together at 
one time. 
The other was a dinner given at 
the beautiful Mitsui Club by the 
Tokyo area directors of the Japan 
Philatelic Federation: At both these 
dinners Kobe steak was served. If 
you relish steak as I do, I feel sure 
you would think the trip was well 
worth it for these wonderful steaks 
alone. 
During part of our stay in Tokyo 
we stopped at the Nikkatsu Hotel. 
One morning I was called on the 
telephone by a young lady and 
she asked if I would speak to the 
Nikkatsu Ladies Stamp Club. I was 
very pleased to do so and later 
was told to go to the directors 
suite. There I found upwards of a 
dozen young ladies who told me 
they had formed the club which 
was composed of members of the 
hotel’s telephone switchboard staff. 
They were all quite young collec- 
tors and seemed to enjoy having 
me tell them of the early stamps
